A Vote From the Loyal Opposition 


HERE appears outside of racing, and to some 

extent within racing, a growing disposition to 
accept the abolition of racing in the United States 
as a natural corollary of a large-scale war. ‘The 
Washington commentators and writers are telling 
us, and General Clay—under whose direction the 
1945 ban was imposed—told the ‘Lhoroughbred 
Racing Associations at its annual meeting. And 
the people in racing seem disinclined to argue the 
point for fear of being called unpatriotic. 

Btoop-Horsr does not consider  itselt 
biased in favor of its own licld to any greater ex- 
tent than is natural in any field. It would not 
detend the continuance of racing at its present 
volume into a dillicult wartime economy. As a 
matter ol fact, it considers racing overexpanded 
now, in terms of its own good. But we cannot 
bring ourselves in line with the attitude that rac- 
ing is the first and only item on the list of ex- 
pendable sports. We recognize the possibility that 
such a situation may rise, but we do not propose 
to acknowledge that it makes sense, because it 
doesn't. We cannot take quictly to the notion that 
a national emergency may develop ol such a na- 
ture that it calls for setting racing aside entirely 
and leaving all other spectator sports going full tilt. 

There is no repugnance here toward a reason- 
able, or even drastic, reduction in the volume of 
racing in the event that wartime economy becomes 
so stringent as to demand it. But when the evil 
days come it should be cut to fit the emergency 
and not summarily thrown overboard. ‘here are 
several points to be considered betore this all-or- 
nothing policy reaches the nothing stage. 

1) There is no reason racing cannot bring it- 
sell within the needs of the economy by reducing 
its volume, cutting shipments to a minimum, and 
by other means. Discontinuous schedules can be 
arranged, with most horses remaining in a limited 
area and running less than six days a week. 

2) War brings an economy of inflation. Taxa- 
tion tends to reduce inflation. ‘The principal func- 
tion of racing, insofar as government is concerned, 
is as an agency for taxing. It taxes the loose dollars 
more economically and to a far greater extent 
than any other form of entertainment. 

3) Closing race tracks would be no great help 
to the national economy. It would be principally 
a psychological outlet—setting up a whipping boy 
to provide a mad sort of relief from anxiety and 
fear. It is time for a more general recognition 


that racing is a highly responsible institution in 
our way of life, and not a sinful pastime which 
must be purged occasionally from the national 
conscience. ‘The idea that racing is ignoble and 
that other forms of competition are as pure as new 
snow is historically and logically incorrect. A na- 
tion at war necds all the sanity it can muster, with 
a minimum of neurotic hostility toward its own 
institutions. 

4) It is essentially absurd to suppose that some 
tremendous good would accrue Lrom a policy which 
would suddenly reduce racing from its present 
proportions to zero. (When the Government tried 
to point out benetits trom the 1945 closing, its only 
item was that 19,000 miles ol leased wires had been 
freed for other uses. ‘hese were “service” wires, 
which could have been commandeered at any mo- 
ment without interlering with racing.) Whatever 
gambling was done would be forced entirely into 
untaxed channels, where most of it already is. 
Almost nothing of value to the national economy 
would be salvaged, except a small amount of wans- 
portation space, and racing itsell can reduce this 
item to a minimum. Race track properties are not 
adaptable tor Wartime use, except perhaps in a 
civil delense emergency, lor which several already 
have been offered. 

5) ‘Lhere is no precedent for the summary 
closing of race tracks by direction or “request,” 
except in the U. S. of 1945. Lhen the action had 
no genuinely good elfect, but was strictly a matter 
olf the Government's linding a scapegoat for an 
embarrassing situation near the war's end. 

6) A complete stoppage of racing would in- 
flict a tremendous financial punishment upon 
horsemen, and especially upon breeders, since 
horses have no tendency to lose their appetites 
after reading the headlines. ‘There is a larger in- 
vesunent in properties connected with racing, in- 
cluding breeding stock, than in any other specta- 
tor sport. In the American tradition is an obliga- 
tion to protect property rights—certainly an obliga. 
tion not to destroy them needlessly. 

7) The breeding industry is dependent upon 
the continuity of racing to select the best runners, 
male and female, of each generation. This selec- 
tion cannot be accomplished by a few races, nor 
does it require as many as we now have. 

It hardly seems unreasonable or unpatriotic to 
insist upon a rational instead of a psychopathic 
attitude toward racing.

Broodmare Sires of 1950 


*Sir Gallahad III's first American-born 
crop of foals arrived in 1927. By 1933, 
three of the fillies from this group—White 
Favor, Fascinate, and Fairflight—were in 
the stud, and each had produced a win- 
ner. Among them they had three winners 
of five races and $2,400 in first money. 

Within four more years—in 1937—*Sir 
Gallahad III was among the 20 leading 
broodmare sires, and he has remained 
there ever since. The broodmare sire 
statistics of 1950 credit his daughters 
with having produced the winners of 
$873,702 in first money. In fact, the son 
of *Teddy—Plucky Liege, by Spearmint. 
made a sweep of broodmare sire honors 
for 1950: besides being the leader in 
point of first money won by his offspring 
in female descent, he was first with the 
most winners (248) and with the most 
wins (539 plus 2 dead heats. ac- 
companying tables.). 

*Sir Gallahad III, now dead, has been 


See 


the leading U. S. broodmare sire for eight 
years: 1939, 1943 through 1948, and 1950. 
For 13 of the last 14 years he has been 
among the first five. 

In 1950 Man o’ War, which has been 
*Sir Gallahad principal rival for 
broodmare sire honors for many years, 
was again second in point of total first 
money. His daughters were represented 
in the racing of 1950 by 164 winners of 
$717.009 in first money. He also is sec- 
ond on the list of sires of the most win- 
ners (with 164), and is third on the most- 
wins list (380'). It is the seventh year 
in which *Sir Gallahad IIL was the lead- 
ing broodmare sire, with Man o War 
ranking second. In 1949 the standings 
were reversed—Man o° War was first, 
and *Sir Gallahad II] was second. Man 
o War has had substantially fewer daugh- 
ters—never as many as 100—representing 
him in these standings. 

*Bull Dog, younger brother of *Sir 


Gallahad Ill, is third on the broodmare 
sire standings for 1950. His daughters 
had 123 winners of 304 races plus six 
dead heats and $621,691. *Bull Dog has 
ranked high in other years. 

Blue Larkspur and Pompey are fourth 
and fifth, respectively. Blue Larkspur 
was eighth in the standings for 1949, and 
Pompey was ninth. 

Display, *Bahram, Chance Play, Bub- 
bling Over, *Teddy (sire of *Sir Galla- 
had IIL and *Bull Dog, and _ paternal 
grandsire of Gallant Fox), *Mahmoud, 
and Jamestown are the stallions among 
the 20 leaders of 1950 which did not rank 
that high in 1949, 

In the following summary, the number 
of mares. the number of winners, number 
of races won, and total first monies are 
shown after the name of each sire. All 
North American racing is accounted for.

The successful bid was made by E. P. 


Taylor, who represented a syndicate organized to establish a Canadian 
counterpart to the National Stud in England. 


A new departure in Canadian Thor- 
oughbred breeding took form after the 
turn of the year when the recently estab- 
lished National Stud became a going con- 
cern at the former R. S. McLaughlin 
nursery at Oshawa, Ont. 

The National Stud is the brainchild of 
Toronto’s millionaire industrialist, E. P. 
Taylor, a Thoroughbred enthusiast of in- 
ternational repute, who conducts one of 
Canada’s most extensive breeding estab- 
lishments at nearby Windfields Farm. He 
organized and heads the syndicate re- 
sponsible for this newest venture, if it 
can be designed as such, for its primary 
purpose is directed toward the improve-

ment of the breed rather than to any 
commercial aspect. 

It will be operated as a sort of counter- 
part of England’s famed National Stud, 
though as a _ privately owned concern 
rather than as a “ward” of the govern- 
ment. Oddly enough, it came into being 
as a trigger-quick idea accepted on the 
spur of the moment as a means to con- 
tinue Thoroughbred breeding at Parkwood 
Farm. 

R. S. McLaughlin, chairman of the 
board of General Motors in Canada, es- 
tablished Parkwood Farm 20 years ago on

his entrance to the Turf sport as an 
owner and breeder. He provided modern 
and elaborately appointed buildings and 
barns on a 490-acre tract of rolling ter- 
rain, and for two decades his contribu- 
tions to the Thoroughbred breeding struc- 
ture in Canada were of inestimable value. 
He was a lavish buyer of yearlings, and 
an importer of bloodstock, resultantly 
leading figure in Canada’s Thoroughbred 
breeding affairs. 

Parkwood’s produce through the years 
invariably placed the name of R. S. Me- 
Laughlin at the head, or within the lead- 
ing three breeders of the Dominion each 
season. A year ago, due to ill health, 
Mr. McLaughlin offered Parkwood and its

stock for sale. He was a discriminating 
vendor on the score of anxiety that the 
farm he operated as a Thoroughbred nurs- 
ery be maintained on the same scale that 
it had always been. 

It was reported that several bidders 
were rejected, one of which was rumored 
to be the British movie magnate, J. Ar- 
thur Rank, who might have utilized the 
property for picture production. Another 
“live prospect.” according to rumor. was 
Francois Dupre, international boniface 
and noted breeder of France, who is prob- 
ably a member of the unnamed Taylor 
syndicate. It is understood that Mr. Du- 
pre was with Mr. Taylor when the Na- 
tional Stud project was broached. In any 
event, this was the bid which sealed the 
deal, and it was promulgated before any 
set plans had been formulated. 

Said E. P. Taylor: “It is our hope to 
establish a breeding system which in a 
modest way will approximate the National 
Stud in England. We feel that we have 
been breeding increasingly better stock in 
Canada in recent years, and we hope to 
make the National Stud such an institu- 
tion that the best American racing stables 
will send their mares to our stallions. We 
trust that the day will come when Cana- 
dian-bred horses will be the equal of any 
Thoroughbreds in the world.” 

Subsequently, six stallions were 
quired, and these will constitute the 
strength of the National Stud in its em- 
bryo stages. Apart from stud quarters, 
the complete facilities of the farm will 
be made available to visiting broodmares. 
A concerted effort is under way to recruit 
Turf-minded sportsmen to active partici- 
pation in breeding through the resources 
of the National Stud. Nominal service 
fees will prevail, and broodmare board 
will be relatively low. in keeping with the 
object of the plan. 

An attache of the new organization has 
already suggested that an attempt be 
made to secure the patronage of the King 
of England. This may be no far-fetched 
suggestion, inasmuch as the King’s own 
racing stable is composed solely of the 
produce of England’s National Stud. and 
he is not without knowledge of racing in 
Canada. He endows the King’s Plate each

year with his personal gift of 50 guineas 
to the owner. In 1939 he witnessed the 
renewal of the Plate and made the pres- 
entation. 

This is a mere sidelight to the future 
of the National Stud, by way of stressing 
a reasonable point: that the patronage of 
royalty, high government officials, and 
prominent personalities of the financial 
world might be forthcoming to lend ter- 
rific incentive to Thoroughbred breeding 
and the ultimate betterment of the Turf 
sport. 

A diversity of bloodlines is offered pa- 
trons of National Stud stallions. five of 
which are established as successful pro- 
genitors. The other is an untried importa- 
tion from France. The newcomer is 
Tournoi, a 5-year-old son of Tourbillon— 
Eroica. He is a representative of the 
fashionable French strain 
brought into prominence by Marcel Bous- 
sac through an amazing string of stakes 
victories beth in Franee and England. 

Tournoi himself, is not a product of the

Boussac haras, but like many another 
Tourbillon, he is inbred. His dam, Eroica, 
is by Banstar, a son of Durban, and Tour- 
billon is out of Durban. This particular 
line lends itself admirably to inbreeding, 
and being new to Canada, will doubtless 
turn many a breeder to exhaustive study 
of broodmare pedigrees. Tournoi was a 
winner in three seasons in France and in 
1950 followed his first victory on the flat 
with three consecutive scores in steeple- 
chasing. He earned 2.300.000 francs. 


Both *Fairaris and Teddy Wrack were 
acquired by the National Stud at the dis- 
persal sale of the Parkwood stock. which 
was required under the terms of the trans- 
fer to the syndicate. *Fairaris. now 12 
years old, is a son of Fair Trial—Nunnery, 
by Friar Marcus. He was imported by 
R. S. McLaughlin as a yearling, and de- 
veloped into outstanding performer 
through his brief competitive campaign.

From Polo Player 


To Horse Trainer 


CHICAGO 
Delmar W. (Del) Carroll. the well- 


known polo player who recently returned 
from Argentina with G. H. (Pete) Bost- 
wick’s United States team, has shipped 
14 Thoroughbreds from Chicago to the 
Aiken, S. C., training grounds. Eleven 
of the 14 will be prepared for spring 
racing in Kentucky and Illinois. The 
other three Thoroughbreds are polo 
mounts, one of which will remain with 
the racing stable as Mr. Carroll's “pony.” 


The horses which Mr. Carroll took to 
Aiken include the following: Ming Toy, 
Adaption, Participation, and  Daqueri 
Fan, 2-year-old fillies; Debt Ridden and 
Free Beer, 2-year-old colts; an unnamed 
2-year-old colt: Minorome, Worthy Op- 
tion, Ann’s Hope, and Count Pyna, 3- 
year-olds. 

In their unsuccessful challenge to re- 
capture the Cup of the Americas. which 
the Argentines won in 1936, the United 
States team lost by scores of 14—10 and 
11—7, at Buenos Aires in November and 
December. Mr. Carroll. a seven-goal man, 
injured a shoulder in an early game, but 
played in the final match for the cup. 

A consummate horseman since boy- 
hood, Mr. Carroll applied for and receiv- 
ed his first trainer's license last year. He 
quickly caught on to race track routine 
and his success was almost immediate. 
He was acclaimed not only as an accom- 
plished trainer, but as a distinet credit 
and asset to the game. He continued to 
play polo on Sundays. and was the star 
of the Arlington Farms team. He was the 
outstanding player when his team, the 
Western All-Stars. beat the Eastern All- 
Stars last fall. 

In launching his career on the race 
track, Mr. Carroll didn’t begin with the 
kind of horses which make a trainer look 
good. His stable. in faet. consisted of a 
half-dozen maidens when he took over. 
They were all by the untried sire Count 
Domino (Reigh Count-—-Stricken, by Pen- 
nant). But before the season was far ad- 
vanced Carroll had graduated the 2-vear- 
olds Minorome. Big Question. and Worthy 
Option, and the 3-year-old Count Deep. 

Liter, he took over the training of the 
2-vear-old colt Don Mareo. The son of 
Rey El Rio-——Revengeful demonstrated 
his lick in his first start. foreing the pace 
of the fast colt Badger, only to suffer a 
hock injury in his next start, when horses 
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came over on him from both sides at 
the break. 

Count Domino is owned by Paul Ser- 
dar, who also stands Parasang (Haleyon 
—*Eastern Pageant. by Grand Parade) 
and Corona Corona (*Sir Gallahad IL 
Smoke Pot, by *St. Germans). The. stal- 
lions are at his Locust Lawn Farm near 
Wadsworth. Il. Early last year some ob- 
servers were inclined to think Mr. Ser- 
dar’s predictions for Count Domino were 
manifestations of enthusiasm by a_ fond 
owner, despite the fact that Royce Mar- 
tin had been quoted as saying Count 
Domino was the fastest horse he ever 
owned. He broke down in his first start 
at two. 

The performances of Count Domino's 
get in the Carroll stable attracted atten- 
tion to their sire, and his services are in 
considerable demand this year. Everyone 
knew his sire. the late Reigh Count. 
Kentucky Derby winner and sire of Count 
Fleet. His dam. Stricken. was a winner 
at two, three. and four: second dam. 
Moody Mary. winner and good producer: 
third dam. the great producer. Mary 
Belle. Count Domino puts a lot of white 
on most of his get. 

The horses which Mr. Carroll took to 
Aiken are mostly 2-year-olds by Count 
Domino, and they are owned by himself 
and Mr. Serdar. He also has a Grand 
Admiral colt named Litthe Egypt. owned 
by D. E. Jordan. secretary of the Hlinois 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association. 

Mr. Carroll’s wife. Peggy, is an accom- 
plished horsewoman. Last year she helped 
break the yearlings at Locust Lawn. The 
present yearlings include couple of 
colts from Parasang’s first crop. which 
would look good in any man’s barn. There 
is also another group by Count Domino. 


NOTES. Ben F. Lindheimer. who usual- 
ly spends his winters at his Beverly Hills, 
Calif., home, is back in Chicago to give 


some personal attention to midwinter 
plans for next summer’s Arlington-Wash- 
ington Park programs. 

D. Elmo Jordan, secretary of the TIIli- 
nois Thoroughbred Breeders Association. 
who recently underwent an operation at 
Excelsior Springs. Mo., is back home on 
the job. 

Harold C. Hoffman. secretary of the 
Central Division, HBPA, has been in 
California. where he spent several weeks. 

Some Illinois horse farms are loaded 
with board horses awaiting the opening 
of the spring season. 

There are rumors. seemingly — well 
founded, that Illinois may soon have a 
new horse farm exceeding in size and 
extent of operations anything now’ in 
the State.

Special Touch was foaled on March 21, 1947, at 
the L. B. Maver ranch at Perris, Calif. She was 
seld in the 1949 dispersal of Mayer-bred 2-year- 
olds. and brought $15.000. slightly more than the 
average of $12.451 for the 51 head in the sale. In 
the same auction was Your Host, another son of 
*Alibhai. which became the 16th leading American 
money winner before he was injured in the recent 
San Pasqual Handicap. The San Pasqual, inci- 
dentally. was won by Moonrush. still another May- 
er product. 

Special Touch was bought by James N. Crofton, 
and has done all of her racing in his colors. She 
was unraced at two. but in 1950 she won the Santa 
Susana Stakes and the Oceanside Handican. In 
November. she finished second to Next Move in 
the Cinderella Stakes. at Hollywood Park, and end- 
ed the year with earnings of $75,100. 

The Santa Margarita Handicap was Special 
Touch’s first start of her 4-vear-old season, and 
although she faced some of the best of her sex. she 
received weight from four of the other seven fillies 
and mares in the race. The top weight of 130 
pounds was carried by the 4-year-old Next Move. 
This was five peunds more than her stablemate Bed 
o” Roses. and by the scale. ten more than Calumet 
Farm’s Bewitch, and 12 more than Wistful. Next 
in line was Special Touch. with 114 pounds. 

Ridden by Willie Shoemaker. Special Touch was 
rushed into a clear lead early in the race, and 
staved there all the wav te win by a length from 
Calumet Farm’s Bewtich. The $36.100 purse was 
the largest that the diminutive Shoemaker has ever 
brought home. although he was tied for first 
place ameng jockeys last year. In addition to the 
regular purse awards, a breeder’s award of $3,750 
went to Mr. Maver. the breeder of Special Touch. 

By winning the race. Special Touch became the 
tenth $100,000 winner bred by Mr. Mayer. The 
others are Your Host. On Trust, Solidarity, Cover 
Up. War Allies, The Dude. Stepfather, Moonrush, 
and Honeymoon. In addition, she is the seventh

Business Up at Hialeah Park; 
A Case of Too Much Time 


MIAMI 

The Hialeah opening exceeded every- 
one’s expectations. It was not so surpris- 
ing that the attendance beat that of the 
1950 opening, after the increases at Trop- 
ical Park, but it was almost unthinkable 
that it would beat the all-time record, set 
in what were definitely boom times. But 
it did, by several hundreds, the figure be- 
ing 23.758, against 23.495 in 1946. 

\ part of the increased business was 
attributed to what seems a fairly legiti- 
mate crack-down on Miami Beach book- 
makers. There is usually a drive against 
books and gambling establishments during 
the winter season, designed, as near as I 
have been able to tell, for the dual pur- 
pose of getting a greater shakedown from 
the owners, and to give placid tourists 
the titillation of feeling that they are liv- 
ing in the midst of sin. 

But this one seems legitimate, at least 
in part. For one thing, the police are not 
merely arresting the bookmakers in the 
beach hotels, which is child’s play. They 
are also arresting some of the hotel man- 
agers, without whose knowledge books 
can’t operate in hotels, and they are 
threatening to shut off telephone service. 
This makes it a little tougher, so the 
beach books are fairly well shut. 

But, with the admission that this is 
based on more or less intangible impres- 
sions. it seems to me that the tourist sea- 
son is better than usual this year, and this 
in turn reflects the stronger economy re- 
sulting from the intensification of produc- 
tion. There’s just more money around, 
and when this happens, racing gets more 
than its share. 


EXTENSION. The nine-race program. 
a very dreary thing. is probably a_per- 
manent part of the Florida racing season 
now. Hialeah was against it, Tropical 
Park was against it. the Horsemen's 
Benevolent and- Protective Association ex- 
pressed its disapproval, though as T have 
pointed out before, horsemen could break 
up the nine-race program by not making 
entries for the ninth race if they were 
really solidly against it. 

The Florida Racing Commission didn't 
make the nine-race card mandatory. I 
suppose it didn't have the power, and in 
any case it didn’t have to. 

As you probably know. the track which 
furnishes the most revenue to the state 
gets the choice of dates in the three 40- 
day sessions of the Miami area. Well, 
Hialeah couldn’t stick to its eight-race 


programs and run the risk of having the 
handle at Gulfstream exceed its own, be- 
cause that would have given Gulfstream 
the most desirable dates next year. Trop- 
ical Park ran some eight-race programs. 
but finally settled down to nine. presum- 
ably on the ground that it needs all the 
friends it can get. The handle there was 
up nearly 30 per cent, but how much of 
this was due to the extra race wasn’t 
entirely clear—there was going to be an 
increase anyway. 

It will be interesting to see what hap- 
pens at Gulfstream, which will certainly 
have nine-race cards all the way through. 
and would have ten if it could make an- 
other dollar. If this were a stable com- 
munity, I'd say that the extra races at 
Tropical and Hialeah would race it out 
faster, and there wouldn’t be as much 
money left. But since the races in Florida 
are supported mainly by the trade of 
tourists who stay from a week to a few 
months, Gulfstream may have a new set 
of customers to work on, and may do 
well enough. 


PRESSURE. Hialeah’s new press box 
has improved the grade of Turf writing 
considerably. It’s slung from the roof, 
which is an advantage in itself, because 
the fringes cannot now be haunted by 
hopeful horse players who are still under 
the impression that racing writers work 
for the love of it. and not because they 
couldn't make a better living betting on 
horses. It is a little difficult to concen- 
trate on a racing story when a lady with 
a plunging neckline is asking for a-winner 
in the next race. 

An additional gain is that various wom- 
en, in official capacities now inhabit the 
place. It is no longer possible for a man 
properly to relieve his mind when he 
makes a mistake, and consequently a little 
more effort is made to avoid them. So. 
by divers ways. the breed improves. 


DECISION. As I suppose you know. 
the jockey race for 1950 ended with Joe 
Culmone and Willie Shoemaker tied at 
388 each. Last Friday evening Sports 
magazine gave Culmone a trophy. in a 
ceremony over at Miami Beach. Tt was 
no doubt deserved, but a little hard to 
justify in advance. However, some new 
figures turned up. which Shoemaker will 
have to match to keep his tie. Culmone 
had understood that the award was going 
to be a watch, and he viewed the prospect 
without enthusiasm. It turned out that 


he had been awarded nine watches al- 
ready in 1950, and while he decisively 
declined a proposition from an acquaint- 
ance to buy one from him, he wasn’t very 
expectant about another. It fell out that 
the Sports trophy wasn’t a watch, and he 
was greatly pleased. 

On one of these watches. incidentally, 
he can break down 1951 about as far as 
the Greenwich observatory. This one 
gives the month, date, hour. minute. and 
breaks the seconds to fifths. And it may 
be an attempt to synchronize these nine 
watches which has him behind Hedley 
Woodhouse in the jockey list at Hialeah. 
Woodhouse has ridden six winners from 
eight mounts for the first four days of the 
meeting, and if he can keep up that pace 
he will soon have more watches than 
Culmone. 

Anyway, the jockey score for 1950 now 
stands: Culmone. 388 winners. nine 
watches. and a trophy; Shoemaker, 388 
winners. an undisclosed number of 
watches and trophies. Perhaps someone 
on the West Coast can supply the missing 
figures. 

Unfortunately I cannot tell you what 
the trophy was, and I guess Culmone 
couldn’t either. After he got it, he was 
asked to say a few words on the radio, 
and he hesitated a bit and then said. 
“Thanks very much for The Thing.” I 
suppose he had been listening to a cur- 
rently popular song. He'll never get rid 
of it. either.

A Man Named Jeff Cravath; 
Good Chance for Your Host 


Los ANGELES 
The strange case of Jeff Cravath is 
causing considerable comment these days 
at Santa Anita. Cravath is the man, as 
you know if you read all the news on the 
sports pages, who is going to get $36,000 
for not coaching the University of South- 
ern California Trojans for the next three 
football seasons. After a rather bleak fall 
semester on the gridiron, the wolves 
caught up with Jeff, and Santa Anita 
caught him on the rebound and converted 
him into a racing official. 
To be a litthe more exact about it, he is 
a placing judge. He began his new duties 
on New Year’s Day, an afternoon that was 
formerly dedicated, either as a participant 
or a spectator, to the Rose Bowl football 
game only a few miles away. Cravath’s 
recent trips to the Arroyo Seco canyon 
have not been too pleasant, anyway, so 
the supposition is that this time he en- 
joyed himself at the races. 


Cravath begins his new career with 
much the same type of background, and 
the same chance to make good, that Jim 
Tunney brought into racing some five 
years ago. Tunney, the presiding steward 
at Santa Anita and Del Mar, has develop- 
ed into one of the really top officials in 
California. Cravath must have a million 
friends, although apparently, few of them 
are SC alumni, and almost everyone is 
hoping that he goes just as far in racing 
as Tunney has. 

The word “almost” is used because at a 
meeting of the California Horse Racing 
Board in Los Angeles the other afternoon 
some of the horsemen up and said that 
Cravath’s appointment as a Turf official 
was far from a happy choice as far as 
they are concerned. Johnny Beverly, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Horsemen’s Be- 
nevolent and Protective Association, a po- 
tent and responsible organization, pointed 
out that the state has a steward, the tracks 
have a steward (or stewards), and that 
the horsemen would like to be represent- 
ed by a steward. Beverly termed the ap- 
pointment of “a man named Cravath” a 
disgrace—that was the word he used—and 
said, it is no credit to the sport when rac- 
ing must go out of its field to obtain a 
man who may some day become a steward. 

Loyd Wright, hold-over chairman of the 
board, and Gwynn Wilson, general man- 
ager at Santa Anita, both staunchly de- 
fended the appointment of Cravath. So 
did others like George W. Ring and Ed 
Friendly. They wanted it understood that 


the disapproval of Cravath among lhorse- 
men, as Beverly had reported, did not in- 
clude them. 


There isn’t much doubt, however, that 
Beverly was voicing an opinion that many 
people have shared since the appointment 
of Cravath was announced. Wright and 
Wilson are both prominent members of 
the SC alumni association. Wright has 
served as homecoming chairman of the 
alumni association, and Wilson, before he 
became general manager at Santa Anita, 
was graduate manager at the University 
of Southern California. Their influence 
may not extend into football now, or at 
least it was not strong enough to help 
Cravath weather the storm at Troy. but 
there is not much doubt of their power in 
racing in California. If Cravath wishes to 
remain in racing, he is assured of a job 
at Del Mar. and efforts are already being 
made to have Hollywood Park further his 
education next summer. 


TWO SIDES. This reporter, who has 


been very interested in the Cravath case 


for a number of reasons, feels as George 
Ring and Ed Friendly do; it is a fine 


thing for racing to have men in the sport 
who have the background of Cravath and 
the respect he enjoys in the community. 
It is also a fine thing for the banking busi- 
ness, the insurance business, the medical 
profession and probably the brewing in- 
dustry. But there are at least two sides 
to the appointment of Cravath that do not 
sit just right. One is that when the ap- 
pointment was announced the Santa Anita 
season had started and there was no 
noticeable lack of man-power among of- 
ficials. So the job must have been “made” 
for Cravath. The other is that ambitious 
young men who love racing had better em- 
bark on another career if they expect to 
work their way to the top in the stewards’ 
stand. They had better get another job; 
they might do better to start out as foot- 
ball coaches. 


ABOUT YOUR HOST. As these lines 
are written there is a good chance that 
the life of Your Host will be saved and 
that California’s best race horse, seriously 
injured during the running of the $50,000- 
added San Pasqual Handicap, may _ be 
able to enter the stud in 1952. Dr. L. E. 
McGee, the veterinarian in charge, is giv- 
ing the colt antibiotic treatments intrave- 
nously to prevent infection, and when Your 
Host becomes too tired to fight against it, 
he will be put into a sling. Trainer Harry 


Daniels reports that Your Host has not 
missed a meal since his injury. 

Behind the effort to save the life of 
Your Host is a story that shows how much 
sentiment there can be in racing. Your 
Host is insured for $250,000, a consider- 
able fortune. Since his injury. insurance 
people have been around the barn almost 
constantly. But owner William Goetz is

ance does not enter into the case. Your 
Host is to be saved, regardless of cost or 
the time involved.” 

Movies of the San Pasqual show that 
when Eric Guerin started through on the 
rail with Your Host, there was room for at 
least two horses. Suddenly and without 
warning, Renown lugged in as he changed 
stride to make the turn, coming over on 
Your Host. Guerin attempted to take 
back, but once given his head Your Host 
could not be restrained. He tripped over 
Renown’s heels and fell, rolling one way, 
and was hurdled by *Repeluz. while Guer- 
in rolled the other way out of the path of 
danger. X-rays showed that Your Host 
fractured the ulna bone in his right fore- 
leg in four places. 
the accident the entire stable 
from Bill Goetz on down to Daniels and 
the grooms and exercise boys seem stun- 
ned by the swift blow to the little chest- 
nut horse that was certainly the best and 
most popular campaigner in California.

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CIVILIAN DEFENSE 

The Michigan ofiice of civilian defense 
has accepted the offer of the Michigan 
Racing Association to make the Detroit 
race track's facilities available for use as 
an evacuation center in the event the in- 
dustrial center becomes a bombing target. 
The offer was made by E. E. Dale Shai- 
fer, president of MRA. 

Defense Director Lester J. Maitland 
said that he had examined the location 
and facilities of the track, and had found 
it to be ideal for a temporary evacuation 
center, The completely 
fenced, and the location is easily acces- 
sible from any number of main arteries 
from any point in Detroit. He added that 
several thousand persons could be housed 
and fed in the various buildings. 

In its offer to the office of defense, the 
racing association outlined some of the 
facilities that would be available. “The 
grandstand and other buildings are partly 
heated and are of concrete and cinder 
block construction with steel framework,” 
Mr. Shaffer said. “The grandstand, which 
has three levels, contains an equipped hos- 
pital, numerous oflices, two restaurants 
with complete kitchen equipment, refrig- 
eration equipment, toilets and showers.” 

Mr. Maitland said the plant’s layout 
would also be valuable as a mobilization 
point for civilian population. 

An offer similar to the one made by the 
Michigan Racing Association was recent- 
ly made to California authorities by track 
officials at Bay Meadows.
